MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. 


A confidential source,who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised the Chicago Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) on May 26, 1966, that 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., president, Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC), arrived in Chicago the previous 
evening, however, the exact time and method of arrival of 
Dr. King were not known to the source. He continued that 
King has a luncheon meeting scheduled for May 26, 1966, at 
the 50th and the Lake Restaurant, and an evening meeting to 
be held at the offices of the West Side Organization (WSO), 
1527 West Roosevelt Road. On May 27, 1966, King has a 
luncheon engagement at the H and H Restaurant, 125 East 5lst 
Street, Chicago, and will depart from Chicago for Washington, 
D.C. on May 28, 1966, however, his exact mode of transportation 
is not known. 


The May 26, 1966, edition of the "Chicago Tribune”, 
a daily Chicago newspaper, reflected that on the previous 
evening, May 26, 1966, King had appeared before a rally at 
844 West 74th Street, on Chicago's south side, and later at 
amass meeting at 1527 West Roosevelt Road, Chicago. At this 
time, King announced plans for a massive rally to be held at 
Soldiers Field, Chicago; June 26, 1966, and a subsequent march 
on that date to Chicago's City Hall. Aids of King were quoted 
as anticipating that about 100,000 persons are expected to 
take part in the rally and subsequent march. 


The article reflected that King had stated as follows, 
at the 1527 West Roosevelt Road affair: 


"Chicago has the finest organizations working 
together that I've seen any where in the country. 
We've been studying to see exactly what's needed and 
nee we've emerged with concrete demands." 
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King stated that he planned to have the list of 
demands handed to Chicago's Mayor Richard J. Daley at the 
conclusion of the June 26, 1966 City Hall march, however, 
"if the Mayor just isn't in that Sunday, we'll tack them 
on the City Hall door.” King was further quoted as 
stating “we want to march by the thousands. Every church 
must turn out that Sunday and bring all the members to 
Soldiers Field. We'll stay there for about an hour or 
so and march on down to City Hall. Chicago will have a long 
hot summer, but not a summer of racial violence. Rather 
it will be a long hot summer of peaceful non-violence." 


The “Chicago Daily News", a daily Chicago newspaper, 
edition of May 27, 1966, also contained an article concerning 
King's appearance at the offices of the WSO, 1527 West 
Roosevelt Road, the preceding evening, which article contained 
substantially the same information as set forth previously 
concerning the rally and march of June 26, 1966. 


Additionally however, at this WSO rally, King 
reportedly urged all relief recipients who were present, 
as well as others who were not, to join the Welfare Union, 
an independent organization being formed to unify aid 
recipients in Chicago. King praised the concept of this 
union, stating “welfare is used to abuse the individual, 
to rob him of his dignity,to keep people so crippled that they 
never get on their feet. It is used by hungry and greedy 
politicians to increase their patronage. 


“We've got to do something about it. We are 
victims of tragic staggering poverty. Our basic 
problem - after all the others - is an economic 
problem." 


Continuing concerning King's activities in Chicago | 
during this visit, the "Chicago Sun Times", a daily Chicago 
newspaper, reported that Dr. King had appeared as guest speaker 
at the annual dinner at Mc Cormick Place, Chicago, of the 
Ebenezer Baptist Church, 450] South Vincennes, Chicago.

“his Giuncr had been on the evening of May 27, 
1966, and prior tuo his appearance here, King had held a 
press conference in Mc Cormick Place. He had again referred 
to the June 26, 1966, rally at Soldiers Field, describing the 
rally as the beginning of a phase of the Chicago Freedom 
Movement which would involve sustained non-violent action 
programs designed to dramatize community problems and call 
for immediate solutions. The marchers will demand an end 
to deprivation of employment, schooling, welfare, health, 
and housing for the Negro. 


The non-violent action programs referred to would 
include all forms of non-violent protest from picketing to 
sit-ins and “tent-ins". in yuct to be selected suburbs. 
King had stated that the organizing work begun last fall by 
the SCLC and the Co-ordinating Council of Community Organizations 
(CCCO) “must come to an end and we must get about the non-violent ' 
action which we hope will dramatize the problems and call forth 
a solution. I see this new phase as a peaceful, massive 
beginning, but I‘ve no illusions there will be a solution 
tere or any where else this summer." 
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Appearing at the press conference with King was 
Albert Raby, head of the CCCO, and Junius Griffin. identified 
as the national press chief of the SCLC. Griffin was described 
as the individual who would actually plan the rally for yvunce 
26, 1966, and was quoted as having stated he expects Soldiers 
Field to be filled to capacity. Upon questioning, King sated 
that the final drafting of the specifics of the demands to be 
made at City Hall, at the conclusion of the June 26, 1966 march, 
would not be completed for some time.Advice on how to 
accomplish the goals would not necessarily be included in these 
demands, according to King.

The “Chicago Paily News", edition of May 28, 1966, 
contained an article concerning Dr. King’s news conference 
at Me Cormick Place, the evening of May 27, 1966. This article 
noted that King had referred to the Federal Aid Slum Clearance 
vian announced only on Thursday, May 26, 1966, for Chicago, 
describing it as “much too small".

He stated that the $3,000,000 figure which was cited 
as to be made available to Chicago for this purpose would not 
begin to cope with the massive slum problem here. He stated 
"@ need a massive ow pouring of money - billions of dollars. 
We need a gigantic marshall] Plan to rid Chicago of the slums 
that Negroes have been forced to live in for so long." 


King also had stated at this press conference that 
he would continue to welcome the assistance, in his summer 
marches and picket activities, of the Blackstone Rangers and 
the Disciples, two south side Negro youth gangs who recently 
had been involved in recurrent outbursts of violence against 
each other, and among whom the SCIC here ias attempted to 
recruit support for the Freedom Movement. King stated, however, 
that this assistance would be welcomed "provided they left 
their guns and knives at home. There is no place in our 
movement for people who carry weapons". King had noted that 
he has held meetings with several of these gang leaders and 
1+ seeking to give these youths "a sense of belonging, and 
to pet them to redirect their energies and goals toward 
constructive action". He referred to a recent petition to 
have the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) 
investigate the SCLC as "absurd, misguided and erroneous". 
King stated that if the HCUA has degenerated to the point 
of honoring such a petition, then it was the most un-American 
committee in this country.:

The “Chicago Tribune", edition of June 1, 1966, contained 
an article concerning a press conference held in Chicago by 
Dr. King on May 31, 1966. This conference was held jointly with a 
Buddhist monk, Thich Nhat Hahn, described as touring the United 
States under the sponsorship of the American Friends Service 
Committee. This article advised that Dr. Hahn had stated le was 
under a death sentence in Viet Nam for speaking out against the 
present government there, and was touring the United States at 
present to promote peace in his native land. 

Kins, 3t this prees conference, likined the civil 
right& :otevent ic ine United States to the recent uprising 
ty Buddit:ist mouk- in Viet Kham. . He express:i 6yrpathy for the

the Vict Nam problem. He ceaicd that his anti-Viet Nam war stand 
is hurting his civil rif%ts movement here. Kc stated that he was 
for peace, recommenced <he recognition of Red China by this 
country and the admis:-/on of Re China to the United Nations as 
initial steps to ins,€ peace throughout the world.

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SCLC officials in LCR EC reflects that as of May 
24, 1866, approximately cne hundred students had been 
recruited for this program. Tnese, and other students 
who will be participating, will work in four different 
areas in the movement to end slums here, these areas 
specifically that of comzunity crganizations, community 
education, research, and specisl skille he greatest. 
percentage of students, according co ie will be 
selected to work with comrunity organizations and will 
spend the majority of their time canvassing in slum 
neighborhocds, talking with people in their hones, leaf- 
letting for neighborhood geetings, and planning and 
canvassing fcr mass meetings. Many students will be placed ‘bn 
with already existing community organizations who are

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"The Worker” is an East Coast communist 
newspaper. 


In connection with the Chicago Summer Student 
Project, the “Chicago Daily News”, a daily Chicago newspaper, 
contained an article captioned, “1,000 Students To Spend 
Summer In Chicago Slums”. The article reflected that 
civil rights leaders in Chicago are in the process of 
recruiting one thousand college students from throughout 
the United States to live and work in the slums of Chicago 
this summer. This project is referred to as the largest 
and most ambitious civil rights movement by students since 
the 1964 Mississippi Summer Project. 


These student volunteers will be part of Doctor 
Martin Luther King's massive job and housing campaign ir 
Chicago this summer. Chicago, according to the recruiters, 
is to be the number one target of student civil rights 
activities for the summer of 1966. 


The first volunteers for this project are to 
arrive in Chicago on June 18, 1966, and according to this 
article, will undergo four days of orientation and then, 
until August 20, 1966, will live with Negro families on 
Chicago's north, south, and west sides, and work in 
connection with this summer project. The Chicago volunteers 
are not to concentrate exclusively on voter registration, 
but will occupy themselves in organizing crowds for civil 
rights meetings and demonstrations, and will canvass slum ~, 
areas to develop local leadership and provide more manpower. 
for existing neighborhood civil rights organizations. . 


The article continues that beatniks are not 
being accepted and that applicants are being required to 
submit references, particularly from their college instructors 
and deans. A Miss Patti Miller from Audubon, Iowa, and 
Drake University, described as a veteran of the 1964 
Mississippi Summer Project, is referred to in this article 
as an organizer of the Chicago student movement, headquarters 
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Chicago. Miller was quoted in this article as \7 


of the project to be located at the Warren Avenue ~- 
stating as follows: oe

“I would say we want the girls to wear 
dresses and not go running around in shorts. We 
want students who have good judgment and common 
sense. The beatnik image hasn't done much to help 
the movement.” . 
Approximately ten thousand informational 
pamphlets and application forms have been made availabie 
to college campuses requesting volunteers; however, 
most of the early applicants have not been native 
Chicagoans. In this connection Miller stated, “Hope- 
fully, we'd like to get more Chicago students. We'd 
particularly like Chicago Negro college students, 
people who can work in their own neighborhoods and 
live in their own homes. They can be about ten times 
as effective as outsiders. Ina city this large, you 
almost need an army of a thousand to get out your real 
army. 


The article concluded that the students will 
have to pay their own expenses and transportation. They 
are being advised that $200 should be sufficient for 
this purpose for the approximately two month period 
during which they will be in Chicago. In the case of 
particularly good volunteers who cannot manage this sun, 
gome “schclarship™ funds will be available through local 
civil rights organizations.

Another area of conflict cited 
was a united action program through independent organizational 
activities directed at negotiations with the Chicago School Board 
and city officials concerning alleged segregation in the public _ ‘ 

schools. The press release noted that the past six months of SCLC staf 
work here had been concerned with strengthening community organiza- . 
tions and regrouping forces to join into a non-violent movement. 

In addition issues have crystalized the Chicago problem into terms 
which can now be communicated to the man on the street. The main 
Chicago problem is a matter of economic exploitation and has its 
prime center located in the slums.

In summary, this article contained the following 
information: 


A draft outline of the proposals to be made by 
King ranged from school desegregation in Chicago, to a call. 
for a city income tax, to a demand for better rapid transit 
Service. A document entitled, “Chicago Freedom Movement Demands

result of the Chicago Freedom Movement which the SCLC 
initiated in Chicago in the fall of 1965. 
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The newspaper article pointed out that if the 
demands made by King are met this would virtually upend the 
city's concept of how and to whom it provides public services 
and facilities. The demands are broken into five broad 
categories, at the city, state, and federal level, 
inclusive of iobs and income, housing, education, public 
welfare, and health. 
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At the local level, according to this article, 
the draft outline of King's demands would request that the 
Chicago authorities do the following: 


1. Integrate all school faculties and high school 
student populations by the fall of 1966, to be followed by 
the integration of the entire school system by September, 1967. 


2. Expand Rapid Transit facilities to the areas 
of O'Hare Airport and Chicago's northwest side to provide 
access for Negroes to jobs and housing in that area. 
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3. Be given permission by the state to levy a 
personal income tax, 
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On the federal level, King's demands include that for 
a guaranteed annual wage, a $2.00 per hour minimum wage, 
Open occupancy laws, more aid to education, and expanded health 
services. 
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The article continued that King desired the state to 
finance a network of homes for children with severe learning 
problems and to require the teaching of the history of Negroes 
in America as part of regular history courses. 
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In the areaof jobs and income, King desired that 
city authorities do the following: 


1. Conduct a public racial headcount in all 
its agencies and give “special attention" to promoting 
qualified Negroes to higher paying positions. 


2. State publicly the racial headcount in “all 
agencies from which the city purchases anything" and from 
their contractors, and demand fair emloyment practices 
in all companies providing goods and services to the city. 


3. Remove city funds from banks that refuse 
to grant mortgage loans to Negroes. 


In housing, King would request the following 
of local authorities: 


1. Disperse Negroes throughout the city and 
"sponsor" ten “new towns," each with a population of 
100,000 and a 30 percent Negro residency. 


2. Protect tenants who refuse to pay rents 
when"certain basic services are not provided. 


3. Allocate police, fire, garbage collection, | 
schools, and other services according to density of population. 


4. Build 10,000 low rent public housing units 
a year, scattered throughout the city, and adopt New York 
City's program of making emergency repairs in slum buildings 
and using rents from landlords to pay for then. 


In the field of education, King would demand the 
following actions: 


1. Immediate publication of achievement scores 
of all schools. 


2. Doubling the school budget. 
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3. Have Negro representatives on the Board of 
Education in proportion to the school population. (Now slightly 
more thun 50 percent). .
